Ontario Legislature. 
DEBATR OR THE RIEL QUESTION. 


During the debate on the Ric) ques- 
tion in the Ontario legislative assembly 
on the 2nd the member for North Hast- 
ings delivered a speech. We haye been 
requested to give the following report 
so that his constituanta may know his 
views on the Riel question: 

Mr. Wood, in rising to continue the 
debate, said he had mot intended to take 
part in the discussibn, as the subject 
matter had been so fully placed before 
the house, but after the extraordinary 
remarks and insinuations that fell from 
the lips of the member from North 
Brant, he felt it his duty to call the at- 
tention of the House to a fow facts. 

The Hon. member from Brant had 
insinuated that in the organization and 
agreement with the Government the

had obtained and exercised special 
privileges to the serious detriment. of 
the half-breed settlers who occupied 
lands in the district selected by, and 
granted to, said company, and that such 
priviledges were the result of the fact 
that certain members of the Company 
were related to tho Hon. Minister of 
Customs at Ottawa. He said that the 
hon. member with the member from east 
Northumberland, had assumed the right 
to lecturo members on his’ side of the 
House on the immortality of introdue- 
ing the present amendment under con- 
sideration. Would it not be in better 
taste and more in the true interests of 
morality if the hon. member from Brant 
had refrained from insinuating charges 
that he knew and every member of the 
House knew had been proven to be 
without the slightest foundation in fact. 
And yet knowing this the hon. member 
for party purposes, again reiterates the 
charge in the hope that he shall succeed 
in making some of the dirt stick. The 
speaker said he had known the Hon. 
Minister of Customs for many years 
before he went into Parliament and 
since had occasion to note his utterances 
as a public man and though it was not 
necessary it should be stated, still it 
was known that he had the courage of 
his convictions and that his word was 
second to no man’s in, the Dominion. 
He had given an unqualified denial to 
the charges and it was believed all over 
the country. No doubt the hon. mem- 
ber believed it also, but his morality 
was of that kind that could insinuate an 
unjust charge for political effect. (Ap- 
plause.) As to the charges of unjust 
and improper privileges given to the 
company, the speaker said he would 
refer them to the following extract from 
the agreement with the Priuce Albert 
Colonization Company : 

„Should any portion er portions of the 
lands forming the subject of this agreement 
be now occupied by any person or persons 
who may have settled thereon, such persons 
and those claiming through them shall not 
be disturbed in their possession by the com- 
pany, unless with the consent in writing of 
the Minister of the Interior ; and the Minis- 
ter of the Interior may, if he think it expedi- 
ent so to do, from time to time, give to the 
Company written notices that the lands in 
possession of such persons respectively, and 
such adjoining lands as he may think proper, 
(but not exceeding in the who 
each separate settler), are withdrawn from 
the operation of. these presents, and there-

He asked if that was not a complete 


answer to the charge made. As to the 
amendment of his hon. friend from 
North Essex, he had briefly to say, that 
be supported it bécsuse he believed it 
stated the truth. He believed the pun- 
ishment inflicted on the leaders of the 
North West rebellion were just accord- 
ing to law—because as for himself he 
had grave doubts of the propriety of 
capital punishment in any case.

But the extreme 
penalty of the law was death, and he had 
not a doubt in bis mind that Riel had 
earned the full penalty that the law could 
inflict. (Applause.) But the Attorney 
General and his supportere say, “you 
“should give no opinion, you are not in 
“possession of sufficient facts to form a 
“judgment.” . 

He asked, how were people to form 
opinions in this case 1 We all knew that 
trouble had arisen in che Northwest by 
the presence of Riel, who came from 
Dakota and was inciting his countrymen 
to rebellion. Then came the knowledge 
of extra efforts on the part of the Mounted 


| Police. Then the engagement at Duck 


Lake, followed by the calling out of the 
Volunteers—the subsequent history of 
the campaign—the quelling of the out- 
break by our gallant defenders is known 
in every household in the Dominion— 
the capture of the prisoners and their 
trial—the evidence given in the courts, 
and their condemnation by a jury of 
their countrymen—is known to every 
member of this House. The appeal to 
the Manitoba Courts and then to the 
Privy Council, and the final decision 
that the sentence of Riel andthe other 
prisoners was just and righteous, is as
